THE 
FAMIN1S IT* CHICAGO. 


The city of Chicago has a most ser- 


ious problem before her—how to feed 
her destitute hungry. It is probable 
that there are a hundred thousand 
able-bodied unemployed men, women 
and children in the World's Fair city 
who know not where the next morsel of 
food is coming from. Not a email per- 
centage of the whole have had little or 
nothing to eat for days, and unless 
heroic measures are at once undertaken 
by the city, cages of starvation wil 1 
occur. 


There is something radically wrong 


somewhere when in one city alone an 
hundred thousand men, wonlen and 
children, able and willing to work, are 
starving for the necessaries of life; and 
in a country, furthermore, where the 
granaries are groauing with the harvest. 
Are prices so high that these people 
cannot buy? Prices are the lowest 
ever in the history of the country; 
bread is cheaper than ever before; the 
yield of the wheat and corn fields has 
been more boon'. • IB than at any other 
time in our histor,. Yet it is probable 
that more than a million people in the 
country are suffering 1 > .lay the pangs 
of hunger, with little prospect of imme- 
diate alleviation. It is a bitter com- 
mentary upon the laws of the land that 
this is so, and yet we shall doubtless 
hear in the next cnrnpaign that over- 
production was the cause of the low 
price of farm products. There is a 
fearful irony in the word " over-pro- 
duction" when a million people are 
starving for bread. 


The trouble is uot over-production, 


but under-consumption, caused by the 
inability of people to buy because they 
have no money; and yet we are told 
that the silver question is a local issue 
and effects only the people of the min- 
ing States. Every man, woman and 
child who is hungry to-day in Chicago 
because there is not money enough to 
carry on business upon constant, or 
better—increasing 
prices, and thus 


afford him occupation, feels the effect 
of the demonetization of silver worse 
than we of the mining States. There 
is not such abject destitution here yet.

A Bill Introduced to Create Postal Sav- 


ing;!* Bank!*. 


WASHINGTON, December 12.—Repre- 


sentative Bowers has introduced a bill 
to create a Postal Savings Bank De- 
partment, which provides that all first, 
second and third-class postoffices be 
designated as postal savings bank offl- 
ces, 
at which lawful money of the 


United States may be deposited. Any 
person twelve years or over may de- 
posit at such offices not less than $5 
nor more than $300 on the same day, 
provided that no fraction of a dollar 
shall be received for deposit, nor shall 
any depositor have standing to his 
credit more than $1,000, exclusive of 
interest, within a year following his 
first deposit, nor more than $2,000, ex- 
clusive of interest, to his credit at any 
time thereafter. 


A rate of three per cent, per annum 


interest shall be allowed once in a year 
upon the average amount of the de- 
posit for the year preceding. 


The bill also provides for the manner 


of withdrawal of the whole or a portion 
of deposits, and also that any depositor 
having had standing to his credit for 
six months $100 dollars or more may 
make application to the Postmaster- 
General that United States bonds be 
Issued to him in lieu of such deposit. 
Thereupon the amount specified by the 
applicant being $100 or a multiple 
thereof shall be transferred to the Gen- 
eral Fund of the Treasury, and bonds 
of the denomination of $100 each shall 
be issued to the depositor in lieu thereof 
one bond for each $100 transferred. 
All such bonds shall be of the denom- 
ination of $100 and shall be due and 
payable twenty years after date, shall 
be dated July 1st or January 1st of the 
year issued, and shall bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent per annum, which 
interest shall become due and payable 
on the 30th day of J une each year, and 
such bonds shall be known as United 
States postal saving bonds. 


July 1, 1894, is the time designated 


for the law to go into effect, and the 
Postmaster General is authorized to 
appoint a superintendent at a salary 
not exceeding $5,000 per year, and the 
Postmaster General shall appoint such 
number of clerks for the department 
as may be found necessary. 


A POOR MAKKSMAN. 


Kumors of Changes to 1>e Made in Cleve- 


land'* Official Family. 


WASHINGTON, December 1Z—There is 


a rumor in circulation that there is a 
probability of a sensational "shake- 
up " in President Cleveland's Cabinet 
in the very near future. There is ap- 
parent foundation for it. 


The story goes that the President 


and some of his stanchest supporters 
are much wrought up over the feeling 
of opposition to Secretory Morton that 
has developed among the farmers in 
every section of the country. To keep 
him in his present position may injure 
the future of the Democratic party 
greatly, but the President admires 
Morton as a brainy man and don't feel 
like asking him to retire from the 
Cabinet for good. 


The plan said to have been arranged 


to permit him to remain is interesting. 
It is asserted that Attorney General 
Olney's health is not good, and that 
his physicians have advised him to go 
abroad for a year or more. He will do 
so, say those who know, but will first 
resign from the Cabinet. Then things 
will be easy for the President. He will 
transfer Bissell from the Postofflee 
Department to the Department of Jus- 
tice. Morton will be made Postmaster 
General, and a strong man, one who 
has the entire confidence of the agri- 
cultural element of the country, will 
be selected for Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. Those who are directly connected 
with the rumor absolutely decline to 
discuss it from any standpoint for pub- 
lication at present. 


Tito Bible is Inspired. 


ROME, December 12.—The Pope's en- 


cyclical on Bible studies holds that th^ 
Bible is inspired in whole and in detail, 
and that if it seems in certain points 
to be out of accord with science, this 
is either due to bad interpretation or 
science is mistaken.

ing election." A copy of the resolution 
was sent him. 


The presumption follows from the 


resolution that Senator Stewart was 
employing this tobacco concern to use 
bis picture upon their wares to adver- 
tise himself. The resolution is too 
absurd to be reasonably considered. 
Hardly a paper may be picked up but 
what there are advertisements of the 
Adaline Patti nostrum, or the James G. 
Blaine this, or the Wm. E. Gladstone 
that, and at-yone supposing that these 
people are using the same as a means 
to exalt themselves must be woefully 
devoid of common sense. 


SINCE the closing of India's mints to 


the free coinage of silver the India 
council has borrowed £4,800,000, partly 
on six-months' bills and partly by the 
sale of debentures. 
In the coming 


year the council must provide £22,- 
000,000. including the payment or re- 
newal of this year's bills. Indian trade 
is iu a worse condition than at any 
time before the closing of the m'ints, 
and the Indian treasury is in a state 
which causes grave 
apprehensions. 


The council's present loan of £1,000,000 
mast be supplemented by another 
within a year if anything like order is 
to be restored in Indian finances. 


A Policeman Fired at a Fleeing Criminal 


and Hit a Young Girl. 


SAN FBANCISOO, December 12.—Miss 


Grace Cosgrove was , returning home 
last evening about 9:30 o'clock and 
when near the southeast corner of Cali- 
fornia and Taylor streets a bullet fired 
by Policeman L. C. Clark and intended 
for a Seeing criminal passed through 
herrght hip, inflicting a painful but 
not dangerous wound. 


Miss Cosgrovj -,vi>3 in company with 


two young luen at the time, and the 
trio were walkiny along totally uncon- 
scious of any impending danger. As 
they passed down Taylor street two 
men dashed.past, and at the same time 
two shots in rapid succession were fired 
from behind them. The shots came so 
quick and were so close together that 
they had no time to get out of the way 
of the flying bullets. As the second 
shot rang out, Miss Cosgrove uttered a 
shriek and fell to the sidewalk, where 
she lay moaning with pain, while a 
stream of blood from a wound in her 
hip spread out in a great red blot on 
the sidewalk. 


As soon as a conveyance could be 


procured Miss Cosgrove was removed 
to her home at the corner of Vallejo 
and Taylor streets. A physician was 
hastily summoned to examine the 
wound. It was found that the bullet 
had entered the fleshy part of the right 
thigh, and after glancing past the bone 
had come out on the other side. No 
bones were broken, and while the wound 
is exceedingly^ painful it is not con- 
sidered necessarily dangerous, unless 
some unlooked-for complications set 
in. 


The U. P. -Wants its Debt Wiped Out. 


OMAHA, December 12.—Joseph Mill- 


ar d, a Director of the Union Pacific, 
to-day discussed the plan of reorgani- 
zation of the company. He said : " I 
anticipate that within four or six 
months reorganization 
will be per- 


fected. It will be impossible for the 
road to shoulder nearly $300,000,000 
debts without some help from the 
holders of mortgages, bonds and col- 
lateral trust notes. The Government 
should wipe out the mortgage debt en- 
tirely and allow the bondholders to 
arrange for its proper care. I have 
faith that some acceptable method of 
reorganization will shortly be sub- 
mitted to Congress for ratification." 


Telegraph Notes. 


A terrific hurricane is reported in the 


English channel. 


The American banking firm of Mar- 


quay, Hooker & Co. of Rome, Italy, has 
failed. It is stated the creditors will 
lose nothing.

The trial of A. J. Monson for murder- 


ing his pupil to secure the insurance 
on his life has began in Edinburg, 
South Carolina. 


At Topeka, Kansas, H. G. Root, the 


Populist ex-candidate for County At- 
torney, has filed his answer to a suit on 
a note, and says that the repeal of the 
Sherman act is responsible for his in- 
ability to pay. He asks that President 
Clerelancl and other public men be 
made parties to the suit. 


Senator Stewart took up the discus- 


sion to repeal the Federal Election laws 
in the Senate yesterday. He declared 
the present movement was a renewal 
of the attempt made at Fort Sumpter 
in 1861, to make the State paramount, 
and referred to doings of Judge May- 
nard of New York and Boss McKane of 
Brooklyn. He was interrupted by Hill, 
and a heated debate between them fol- 
lowed. 
Nothing of importance oc- 


curred in the House. 


The steamer Arala from Honolulu 


has arrived at Vancouver. The con- 
dition at the Islands is reported un- 
changed. 
The annexationists held a 


meeting on November 25th and adopted 
resolutions appealing to Congress over 
President Cleveland, Gresham and 
Blount, and four days preceding the 
sailing of the Arala the troops of the 
provisional government were busy 
fortifying and barricading the govern- 
ment house, or castle, as formerly 
called. Nothing has been done looking 
to the restoration of the Queen. 


One of the most interesting trials in 


the history of Oregon, owing to the 
political prominenca of the offenders, 
is in progress in Portland. The parties 
are charged with unlawfully conspiring 
to land Chinese. The names of the 
most prominent are as follows: James 
Lotan, ex-Collector of Customs; C. J. 
Mulkey, ex-Special Agent of the Treas- 
ury; Thomas Jordan, ex-Captain of 
Customs Inspectors; John Ross, for- 
merly captain of the steamer Haytian 
Republic; Glenn Holinan, attorney a^d 
notary; P. J. Bannon, attorney and 
notary; J. E. Marks, a law student.

AN INSTRUCTIVE DISCUSSION. 


A Philosopher ami Merchant Discuss the 


Hard Times. 


Merchant— There seems to be a 


terrible glut in the market of every- 
;hing, my sales have fallen off 50 per 
cent and I have been compelled to dis- 
charge one-half my help. 
If times 


don't improve pretty soon I will be 
obliged to close my store or the sheriff 
will close it for me. 


Philosopher—You are mistaken about 


;here being a glut of commodities. The 
eason your sales have fallen off fifty 
per cent is due to under consumption. 
The people are hard up and living on 
half rations, the cause of the poverty 
of the people is vicious financial legis- 
ion. 


M—I have just been reading one of 


McKinley's speeches. He thinks the 
rard times are caused by the fear that 
;he tariff is going to be trifled with. 


P—I should think the people would 


.earn after a while that the tariff cuts 
very little figure in the prosperity of a 
country. 
What good does it do to 


lave a high protective tariff on articles 
when the consumer cannot procure the 
money with which to buy? 


M—I never thought of that before; to 


tell the truth I have been listening to 
;hese tariff speeches so long, that I am 
somewhat bewildered, but I do know 
that in 1864 and 1865 we had flush 
times, but they did not last long, and 
we have been seeing some prety tough 
times since then. As we have had a tariff 
all of this time, it makes it look as if 
VIcKinley might be mistaken. 


P—The reason we had flush times in 


1864 
and 1865 the government was 


obliged to-pay out a large amount of 
iurrency to carry on the war. This 
money was in active circulation among 
the people and amounted to $50 per 
capita, it enabled the people to transact 
their business on a cash basis, com- 
modities brought good prices, the 
people owned their homes free from all 
incumbrances and the country was 
very prosperous. 


M—What was the vicious financial 


legislation that you refer to as causing 
the shrinkage in the value of property 
and the changed financial condition of 
the masses. 


P—Contraction of the currency was 


an act of legalized robbery and for this 
purpose the act of April 12,1866, was 
passed, whereby it was provided that a 
regular and systematic cremation of 
currency should take place, and the 
several years following, more than one- 
half of the currency of the country had 
been destroyed. 
This doubled the 


value of bond holders property and 
confiscated one-half value of the debt- 
ors property. This did not satisfy the 
bond holders and they succeeded in 
passing and strengthening the pubic 
credit act by which the 5-20 bonds were 
made payable in coin, this act was ap- 
proved March 18th, 1869, the patriotic 
sond holders were now on the high 
road to prosperity, they had saved the 
union and were receiving their reward. 
The funding act approved July 14th, 
L870, was also in the interest of the 
patriotic bond holder, but this act did 
not pay the debt of gratitude which 
;he country owed the bond holders, 
and they had to be given another 
benefit. For this purpose the act of 
L873 demonetizing silver was passed, 
and July 1st, 1877, the currency of the 
country only amounted to .$15 58 per 
capita, or less than one third of what 
.t was in 1866. 


M—Your history of financial legis- 


ation since the war is a new revelation 
;o me. I begin to see why the Demo- 
crats and Republicans are continually 
sept at war with each other over the 
;ariff. It is done for the purpose of 
ceeping the people in ignorance on 
finance. I have been hypnotized by 
;he tariff for tbe last five campaigns. 
My customers have been carrying 
tariff torches in every procession held 
n our town, but their clothes are get- 
ing so shabby that they are ashamed 
to appear in any more processions, and 
claim if times don't improve pretty 
soon they will be obliged to join the 
freat army of tramps. You can count 
on me as a thoroughbred Populist 
from this on, good day.
